MAN WHO HEARD LINGOLN DIES) Stassen Named for President | 


At High School Mock Convention 


Delegates From Six Student Groups Hold 
Noisy Meeting, Adopt Platform, and , 
Take Three Ballots. 


(Picture in Everyday Magazine.) 


Harold E. Stassen won the 
presidential nomination on the 
third ballot at the mock Repub- 


lican ‘national convention held by 
students of six St. Louis area high 
schools yesterday at The Principia, 
5539 Page boulevard. 

Senator Arthur H. Vandenberg 
of Michigan, who trailed far be- 
hind on the first ballot, pressed 
closely on the former Minnesota 
governor on the second and third 
ballots. Other candidates were 
completely out-of the running after 
the first ballot. 

Delegates to the convention were 
students from The Principia, John 
Burroughs School, Mary Institute, 
St. Louis Copntry Day School, 
Clayton High School and Webster 
Groves High School. The meeting 
was student run, except for the 
keynote address, which was given 
by Murray E. Thompson, speaker 
of the Missour! House of Repre- 
sentatives. 

A platform prepared by five 
committees that met in the after- 
noon was adopted by the conven- 
tion without discussion. Its most 
unusual plank was one calling for 
universal military training for 
women as well as men. This pro- 
posal] was put forth by Joan Peter- 
son of Mary Institute, who said 
that military service was part of 
the equality with men for which 
women have striven for centuries. 


She contended that conscription of 


single women in time of war was 
more fair than drafting fathers, 
and pointed out that women had 
been found better adapted to cer- 
tain types of non-combat service in 
the armed forces than men. Wom- 
en should be prepared for. such 


jobs in peacetime miNtary train- 


ing, she said. 

Other planks included “careful 
husbanding of natural resources” 
with adoption of the Missouri Val- 
ley Authority plan, limited govern- 


ment controls on commoditv specu- 
Jation and consumer credit, with 


wage and price controls in reserve 
for an “emergency,” revision of the 


United Nations charter to achieve 
a world federation, and a civil 
rights program involving complete 
rights for Negroes and Commu- 
nists. Restrictions proposed on 
civil rights for Communists were 
that their rights not interfere 
with others’ civil rights and not 
endanger democratic government. 

The convention was a noisy af- 
fair, For about an hour after sup- 
per, bands of screaming delegates 
bearing posters on behalf of their 
favorite candidate paraded about 
the 14-acre campus. The MacAr- 
thur delegation, led by a _ seven- 
piece brass band and chanting “We 
back Mac,” carried on by far the 
most strenuous campaign, but it 
faded rapidly on the convention 
floor. There every mention of the 
name of Stassen put the meeting 
into an uproar. 

The speech nominating Stassen, 
made by Claude Carr Jr, of Clay- 
ton High School, sent what appar- 
ently was a majority of the dele- 
gates into a tumultuous march 
around the hall. Vandenberg’s fol- 
lowing was quieter but grew con- 
sistently. 

Results of the first ballot wére: 
Stassen, 210: Dewey. 96:.Vanden- 
berg, 93; Warren, 49; MacArthur 
40. and Taft, 36. 

Totals on the second ballot 
were: Stassen. 252; Vandenberg, 
299: Dewey, 30: MacArthur, 10; 
Taft, 1. The final ballot totals 
were: Stassen, 277; Vandenberg, 
243; MacArthur, 5, and Dewey, 1. 
The total needed far nomination 
was 262. 

Richard Hedges of The Principia 
served as temporary chairman and 
Norman Evans of Principia as 
permanent chairman, Barbara Moe. 
Afee of Principia was secretary, In 
addition to Carr, nominating 
speeches were made by Jean Craw- 
ford of Princinia for Warren;

WAR CRIMES TRIAL OF TOJO, 


24 OTHER TOP JAPS ENDED 


‘Far. East Tribunal Expected to Hand Down 
Verdict in Two-Year Case in 


Six to Eight Weeks. 


TOKYO, April 16 (UP) — The 
war crimes trial of former Pre- 
mier Hideki Tojo, who pulled the 
trigger on Pear] Harbor, and 24 
other wartime Japanese leaders 
ended today after more than 23 
months of testimony. 


The fate of the 25 Japanese 
generals, admirals, diplomats and 


Government ministers was placed 
in the hands of the 1l-nation Far 


East International Military Tri- 


_bunal, which is expected to hand 
down its. verdict in six to eight 
| weeks. 


The defendants were charged 
with 55 war crimes ranging from 
murder to conspiracy to enslave 
the world, 

The final prosecution plea urged 


the tribunal to make the defend- 
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ants bear the penalty for the guilt 


of a choice that plunged half the | 


world ino war. The prosecution 
made no demand for the death 
penalty for any of the defendants. 


28 Originally Indicted. 

Only 25 of the 28 originally in- 
dicted war leaders survived the 
nearly two years the trial has been 
running, and only 23 of these 
were in court today when pro- 
ceedings ended. 

Two defendants died since the 
trial opened May 3, 1946. They 
were Adm. Osami Nagano, former 
chief of the naval general staff, 
and Yosuke Matusuoka, Japanese 
Foreign Minister in 1940 and 1941. 

A third defendant, Shumei Oka- 
wa, propagandist who advocated 
expulsion of the white race from 
Asia; was committed to an insane 


asylum and charges against him)

Gichev, former deputy leader of 
the Bulgarian Agrarian party, was 
sentenced to life imprisonment to- 
day. The Agrarian leader, Nikola 
Petkov, was executed Sept. 23. 
When Gichev -was indicted 1! 
February the Bulgarian state pros< 
ecutor demanded the death penal- 
ty. One of the chief charges 
against him was that he spread 
false rumors that Bulgarian farm 
products were being exported to 
Russia without payment.

It has set up intorasntien 
centers, staffed by volunteers, to 
explain the intricate Italian elec- 
toral system to would-be voters. 

“It would really take an Ein- 
stein to understand and explain 
the system fully,” Donna Carlotta 
told a meeting of her workers. 

Simplification of voting proce- 
dure may be one of ANDE’s cam- 
paigns in the future, along with 
its programs for reforms and so- 
cial progress, 

Whatever this election brings, 
Italian men are unanimously, if 
somewhat ruefully, convinced that 
in future the long voteless women 
will be heard from in Congress as 
well as the kitchen.

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Sunday in Italy 

Most likely it will be a fine day, warm and 
sunny as an April Sunday can be only in Italy. 
Wildflowers will be blooming in the cracks be- 
tween the pavemént and the plastered walls. 
The azure air will be full of the tinkling of goat 
bells and the booming of the big brass | church 
bells. 

All the way along the rocky backbone of the 
peninsula from the Alps to bleak, stony Lucania, 
the mountains will be wearing skirts of green. 
Even in the cities—imperial Rome, byzantine 
Venice, learned Bologna, industrial Milan—there 
will be that new interest in life which comes 
everywhere at this turn of the year. 

But in Italy there will be more than a sea- 
sonal stirring of the blood, The Italians also 
will be contemplating the possibility of a mo- 
mentous turn in history. Preoccupation with this 
is likely to push the enjoyment of a fine, spring 
Sunday very far out of mind, indeed. For, after 


a 32-hour rest from campaigning, they will be 


going to the polls to say whether their country 
should take its stand with the East or the West. 
For Italians, this is a bigger decision than it 
is even for other Europeans, They are, after all, 
the heirs of Rome, the mother of the West. That 


they should be considering the possibility of ' 


turning away from that political and cultural 
system which is broadly built on Rome’s law and 
Rome’s religion makes the day solemn beyond 
all the slogans of posters and orators. 


The immediate factors involved in the voting 
are just about as numerous as the participating 
parties. There are all the complaints that be- 
come aggravated in a defeated country, espe- 
cially if it was in distress even before the war. 
Most Italians are poor and hard pressed. They 
resent the black marketeers whom they see 
roaring along in fast, flashy Alfa Romeo cars or 
dining sybaritically in the Corso cafes. They 
are bitter about the hordes of petty govern- 
mental functionaries who are forever rubbing 
thumb against fingers. They have had their fill 


. Of rapacity, chicanery and graft. 


All this, of course, hag been exploited to the 
full by the Communists.~ But the Red brethren 
have been grievously guilty of more than a few 
of the sins of which they so stridently accuse 
their adversaries. And the Italians, not being a 
stupid people, for the most part are aware of 
this. They know, too, that things have been 
going better since the Communists were forced 
out of the DeGasperi Government last May. 
Fewer Red wrenches in the gears since then, 


The Italians\|also are aware that they have 


* been given more than two billion dollars in aid— 


all of it free and 75 per cent of it from the 
United States. \They know about the Marshall 
plan and its promises for a better future. And 
they ask whether\ Russia could ever begin to 
match this generosity and this help. 

The very intensity of the Communist campaign 
betokens the desperation that comes with fore- 
bodings of defeat. Its methods in themselves 
are reminders of the ruthlessness of totalitarian- 
ism. Unwittingly, terrorism has reminded many 
an Italian of the sovereign virtue of freedom. *

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Public Loan Gives Up 


Caught under the 8 per cent legal interest 
rate, Public Loan Corp. is quitting the small-loan 
business in Missouri. The news comes soon after 
a ruling that lenders can no longer make bor- 
rowers take out excessive insurance. Public 
Loan, in particular, was begging for: this out- 
come. For the executive vice president of Pub- 
lic, and of American Investment Co., its parent, 
is David B. Lichtenstein, long-time leader of the 
state loan lobby. 

The Legislature played along with Lichten- 
stein’s high-rate ideas because he wielded great 
influence in inner party circles. Borrowers paid 
through the nose, but he and his associates were 
generous with money for campaign expenses. 
The State Senate is still serving the loan lobby. 

Public Loan and its parent played the old 
utility holding company game. Public reported 
to the state, so it showed low officers’ salaries 
and tiny profits, but American Investment was 
another story. It charged Public 12 per cent for 
money it had borrowed for 3 per cent. Its man- 
afement fees ate into Public’s earnings. 

The insiders did very well. For instance, Don-

ald L. Barnes, president of American; J. Leo — 


Denny, secretary-treasurer, and Lichtenstein 
formed a little corporation with $600 capital.

Is Mr. Laski Right? 


In an analysis of the American scene pub- 
lished on the opposite page, Harold J. Laski, the 
English observer, asserts, ‘In my view, the gen- 
eral attitude toward Russia is very near hys- 
teria.” Rumor, he says, hag a field-day. Many 
broadcasters pronounce the news in the accents 
On every hand there are insinua- 
tions and threats and “whispers of terrible days.” 

Is this‘a fair description 6f the nation’s state 
of mind? If-so, it is time for us to stop and 
take a good look down the path we are going. 
For hysteria can lead to war, and war should be 
accepted only as a last resort, : 

The American Government and people by gen- 


eral consent are committed to saving as much 


of the world as possible from the spread of Com- 
munism. It. logically follows that we are com- 
mitted to the prevention, if possible, of another 
world war. Communism and other equally hate- 
ful tyrannies spread fastest by capitalizing the 


hunger, insecurity and disorder which war brings. “ 


By all the laws of probability, the Western 
World could defeat Russia and her satellites. 
But Communism or some terrible new ism would 
seep through the wreckage and leave the demo- 
cratic world more constricted, more on the de- 
fensive, than before. This is the lesson to be 
learned from the first and second world wars. 
Both were fought for human rights and to make 
the world safe for democracy. From the Allied 
point of view, both were perhaps unavoidable, 
but they left democracy more endangered than 
before. 

The part of reason now, therefore, jis to be- 
come and remain strong, but to use the strength 
to prevent rather than foment war. The hysteria 
to which Mr. Laski alludes should be deplored 
and discouraged, whether it comes from a soap- 
and-lotion huckster or from a Cabinet member 
testifying before a Senate committee about off- 
shore cruises of possible Russian submarines. 

Most Americans, we believe, are inclined to re- 
ject this hysteria. They realize that war is pos- 
sible and that we should be prepared, but they 


follow Harold Stassen in believing that with the 


exercise of courage and common sense we can 
play our role in international affairs without war. 

To act as if war js inevitable is a certain way 
of inviting it. What is needed is strength with- 
out hysteria, courage without combativeness, 
power without provoeation.

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Two Better Business Bureaus 


The Los Angeles Better Business Bureau 
stamped out the medical kickback racket in its 
community. Its accomplishment, as described 
in an article reprinted today in the Mirror of 
Public Opinion, is brilliant in itself. It is daz- 
zling by comparison with.the record of the St. 
Louis Better Business Bureau, which appointed 
a committee nearly three months ago to decide 
whether it should do anything about the kick- 
back racket, but has not yet so much as an- 
nounced whether it will or won't. 

The Los Angeles Better Business Bureau had 
to overcome a great deal of lethargy and antag- 
onism on the part of the medical profession. 
But today glasses that used to be priced at $25 
can be bought for $16, and throughout Southern 
California the charges for eyeglasses, X-ray, 
medical appliances and laboratory tests have 
been reduced 30 to 50 per cent. Plain ordinary 
citizens whom doctors used to charge once di- 
rect, and then gouge for a duplicate hidden fee 
collected by opticians, X-ray and laboratory 
technicians, now have protection, thanks to the 
Better Business Bureau of Los Angeles. 

If the Los Angeles Bureau can do it, why can't 
the St. Louls Bureau? In what way is the St. 
Louis Bureau less capable of detecting and ex- 
posing such a racket than its Los Angeles coun- 
terpart? If it was the duty of the Los Angeles 
Bureau to take on this job, why isn’t it the duty 
of the St. Louis Bureau? Robert J. Bauer, gen- 
eral manager of the Los Angeles B.B.B., wrote 
to the Post-Dispatch that “there has never been 
any question on our part as to whether this ac- 
tivity comes within the proper sphere of the 
Better Business Bureau. The practice involves 
deception and chicanery, as well as unfair 
competition.” 

When is the Better Business Bureau of St. 
Louis either going to take on the job or admit 


that it doesn’t even mean to attempt what the .

It used to coat Los Angeles residenta $25 
for a certain type of eyeglasses. Today, 
identical prescriptions are filled for $16. 
Allergy tests formerly cost $25. Today the 
patient pays $12.50. Last year patients had 
to pay $20 for chest X-rays. The same 
X-rays now cost $15, 

Throughout Southern California the 
prices’ have fallen 30 to 50 per cent be- 
cause kickbacks to physicians have been 
almost completely eliminated. It wold be 
pleasant to state that this situation was 
cleaned up by the medical profession. But 
it remained for a layman, Robert J. Bauer 
-—with the aid of a few physicians—to 
force the issue. 


Bauer, general manager of the Better 
Business Bureau of Los Angeles, had sup- 


‘posed. physicians would police their own 


activities and maintain the high standard 
of their code of ethics, In 1940 he re 
ceived a rude shock whén he learned that 
eyeglass companies wére rebating to doc- 
tors. Aroused, he reported the details to 
the Los Angeles County Medical Associa- 
tion, 


They Appointed a Committee 
The association kppointed a committee. 


At length, the committee reported, admit- 
ting the existence of the rebates, The eye 


specialists in the association passed a reso- 


lution declaring that eyeglass rebates was 
cause for expulsion. All Los Angeles doc- 
tors who prescribe glasses were asked to 
sign the resolution. After three months 
only 33 signed up. The rebate-taking phy- 
sicians kept silent and waited for the 
storm to blow over. Rebating went mer- 
rily on, 

When the, war came, the Better Business 
Bureau was swamped by other jobs and 
Bauer had to drop his campaign, but in 
August 1946 he again took up the cudgels, 
In a letter to the bureau’s 1800 members, 
Bauer explained how the scheme worked, 
and charged that “most doctors were ac- 
cepting kickbacks. i 


He was promptly challenged by Dr. E, 


: T. Remmen, secretaiy of the association, 


to “supply sufficient evidence to substan- 
tiate that statement.” Bauer answered the 
challenge with the facts that had led the 
medical society to pass its anti-kickback 
resolution five years before. The Aassoci- 
ation then demanded the names of physi- 
clans “against whom you have absolute 
evidence of having engaged in rebating.” 


Two days later Bauer phoned Dr. Rem- 
men: “I shall try to obtain the names. I 
will immediately contact the grand jury 
who, I am sure, will be interested in’ the 
tax evasion that accompanies secret re- 
bating.” 


Dr. Remmen asked Bauer to do nothing 
until Dr. Louis Regan, legal counsel for 
the medical association, could phone him, 
Dr. Regan asked the Better Business Bu- 
reau head to give the association a chance 
to do something. Bauer agreed. Still 
nothing happened. 


No Zest for a Ban 


Then, in January 1947, Assemblyman M. 
Philip Davis introduced into the Legisia- 
ture a bill making it illegal for a phyai- 
cian to receive rebates. Bauer journeyed 
to the state capital; with him went Dr. 
Wilbur Bailey, representing the X-ray so- 
ciety, and Dr, George Maner, representing 
the Society of Pathologists. Both organi- 
gations had voted to support the anti-kick- 
back bill. 

That was almost all the support the 
measure received. Neither the state med- 
ical association nor the county association 
grasped this opportunity to put teeth into 
the fight. The bill died in committee. 


Another six months passed, while inves- 
tigators gathered further evidence. In Sep- 


tember 1947, Bauer estimated that fully 


half the doctors in California were in- 
volved in rebates. The newspapers picked 
up the story, and as a result of this pub- 
licity, Bauer was invited to — the next 


meeting of the medical association's ruling 
council. 

He showed that the Medical Diagnostic 
Association Laboratories — patronized by 
2000 doctors -——- published a catalogue in 
which each laboratory test was listed under 
two columns, The first indicated the 


amount charged the patient; the second; ° 


the amount retained by the laboratory. For 
example, patients requiring a pregnancy 
test were charged $10, of which $5 covéred 
the laboratory's cost. The other $5 went 
to the doctor-—whom the patient had al- 
ready paid for his servicea, 


They Still Held Out 


Bauer quoted from the. fee list of the 
Pacific Medical Laboratories. “The pro- 
fession,” it read, “is allowed a 50 per cent 
discount on all standard clinical laboratory 
and X-ray fees, with the exception of Was- 
sermanns.” He showed that the fee for a 
Wassermann test—required before mar- 
riage in California—was set at $5 and that 
80 per cent of this was paid over to the 
reférring physicians. The council seemed 
singularly unconcerned. 


Not all physicians were reluctant to chal- 
lenge the kickback. Members of the Los 
Angeles Radiological Society supported 
Bauer and taxed themselves $100 each to 
provide a fund with which the bureau 
could further its work. The Society of 
Pathologists lined tp against the kickback 
receivers, 


Backed by these men and a handful of 
other physicians, Bauer turned to the press. 
Newspaper interest had already been whet- 
ted by the expose of eyeglass kickbacks 
in the January 1948 Reader’s Digest. On 
Jan. 5, Los Angeles newspapers featured 
Bauer's charges under big headlines. 

That night the medical association coun- 
cil considered a report of its professional 
conduct committee which presented a com- 
plaint against a physician on the charge 
of rebating.. The committee recommended 
that the doctor be not required to stand 
trial. Among its reasons was that it would 
seem unfair to single out one doctor when 
many were involved. The charges were 
dropped, 

But the heat was now on. Better Busi- 
ness Bureau posters exposing rebating ap- 
peared on the bulletin boards of 1800 Los 
Angeles firms, The newspapers kept up a 
drumfire. Physicians began calling labo- 
ratories and ordering their names taken 
off the kickback list. The medical associ- 
ation authorized its new president, Dr, Wil- 
liam Leake, to co-operate with Bauer, 


And Finally Gave In 


On Jan. 7, Dr. Leake and Bauer signed 
a joint statement. Dr, Leake conceded 
that he was “satisfied that rebating does 
exist and that a substantial number of doc 
tors are involved.” The statement put the 
association on record as urging the Legis- 
lature to make medical ‘rebates illegal. 


Members were given notice that the ac- 


' ceptance of rebates would be cause for ex- 


pulsion, which would bar rebaters from us- 
ing most of the hospitals. This put the 
kickbackers into a complete rout. 

One after another, the eyeglass and X-ray 
firms and the laboratories announced price 
cuts. With nothing to pay to physicians, 
they were able to pass on to the public 
savings of 25 to 80 per cent, 

Since then, Better Business Bureaus in 
other cities have begun investigations.

With many obvious and sterling 


i virtues, it is difficult not to feel 


that Mr. Wallace is an Iowa edi- 


tion of our English dean of Can- 
terbury. He sees only what he 
yearns to see, and he has bitter 
anger for those who cannot see 
beyond reality to the visions by 
which he is haunted. 

He is, so to speak, furious with 
the quite special fury of an ex- 
pelled emigre who has lost what 
he once thought a permanent spir- 
itual home. But the American 
vote of protest against the war- 
fever and the rning for a new 
“normalcy” seems as yet most 
likely to go to Wallace in many 
millions.

RATHBONE APPRAISES 


Museum Director Writes Ap- 
- preciation in Foreword on 
New York Solo Show. 


The first New York one-man art 
shaw of Fred Conway, Washing- 
ton University art teacher, will 
open tomorrow at Chinese Gallery. 
His achievement in painting is 
appraised by Perry T. Rathbone, 
City Art Museum director, in a 
two-page foreword in the cata- 
logue. The show will end May 7. 

“Endowed with a sense of color 
remarkable in American painting,” 
Rathbone writes, “Conway seems 
@o work like a tapestry weaver, 
building his patterns and picking 
his colors with an eye fixed al- 
ways on the ultimate decorative 
effect. And like those artists of 


sculptors and painters of stained 
glass—he avoids that which dis- 
solved the transcendent decorative 
quality of medieva] art-—-namely, 
the illusion of space by means of 
perspective. He paints, perhgps 
subconsciously, as if he did not 
want to deny the flat plane of his 
picture.” 

Rathbone tells of ConWay’s birth 
in St. Louis in 1900, his study at 
the St. Louis School of Fine Arts 
and in Paris, his trips in France, 
Switzerland and Tunis, Africa, and 
his years of teaching and painting 
here. 

“Recognition has come to Fred 
Conway slowly, and his present 
fruitful efforts are the result of 
long and patient searching and ex- 
perimentation. His art has passed 
through many phases, often with 
startling vapidity, and while it 
has not hitherto reached the 
power of his present work, it has 
never failed to give great prom- 
ise. Not the least of his study 
has been devoted to problems of 
technique. He now paints with 
an emulsion of wax and varnish 
which endows his pictures with a 
remarkable translucency. 

“In the last few years Conway 
has shown consistently that he 
has found a very personal way 
of expressing his philosophy: A 
fatalistic way of life derived, one 
is tempted to suggest, from 
Shakespeare, so aptly do his pic- 
tures seem to illustrate the poet's 
words, . . 

“Conway betrays his Irish ante- 
cedents in his .wrooding poetic 
nature as well as in his sense of 
the mysterious. Through the 
carnival phantasmagoria of his 
paintings, a lyric but melancholy 
poetry is sustained. And his forms 
emerge and disappear amongst a 
pattern of darks that convey a 
sense of mystery alluring to the 
imagination, From the same Celtic 
source, perhaps, come his instinc- 
tive gentleness of expression and 
his consiste feeling for linear 
design that was the glory of the 
Irish illuminators.”

MacBeth is bred both for speed

Spring Message from Old Bigfoot 


Backwoods Escoffier

Y excellent friend, Bigfoot 

Jackson, the famous Ozark 

guide and chef, is readying up 
his equipment for the year’s first 
float down the river when the 
bass season opens. It won't be 
long before we will be casting 
all day, as we glide down the clear 
streams, and sitting on a gravel 
bar in the evening, partaking of 
Bigfoot’s superb camp cooking, 
pan-fried bass with deep-fried cu- 
cumbers, feathery camp biscuits, 
squirrel stews or catfish soup. 

Bigfoot, at home or abroad on 
the river or in the woods, is re- 
nowned as the Escoffier of the 
backwoods, and, aside from game, 
is a stew expert par excellence. 
His fish stew, a cross between a 
stew and a soup, is really some- 
thing to eat on a chilly evening 
after a hard day of matching 
wits with the wily small-mouthed 
bass. For this stew, Bigfoot saves 
a fish, here and there as he goes 
along, a couple of small bass, a 
salmon trout and a smal! catfish. 
When he is ready to go, he cleans 
the fish, removes the bones and 
cuts the meat into good-sized 
squares, Only the steaks are used 
from the catfish. 

Next he puts a little olive oil 
in a heavy deep iron pan, browns 
a clove of garlic and tosses it 
away. Then he adds a _ table- 
spoon of tomato paste, salt, pep- 
per and three tablespoons of 
flour. This is stirred until 
smooth, then he adds a can of 
chicken consomme. In goes the 
squares of fish and a cup of 
red wine. He lets it cook very 
slowly. In the meantime, he 
heats two tablespoons of olive oil 
in another pan and browns -a 
large chopped onion. Turns this 
into the pan with the fish, adds 
four skinned, sliced tomatoes, a 
little mustard, a pinch of cayenne 
pepper and a couple of bay leaves. 
This all simmers until the fish is 
tender. 

If you want to make this stew 
at home you can use almost any 
kind of fish that suits your fancy 
and add some shrimp and lobster 
meat. It will be even better than 
Bigfoot's and that is really saying 
something.

trip when the fishermen, if they 
are any goods are a little tired of 
fish, Bigfoot is always armed for 
a change of menu, He takes 
along in the portable ice box of 
the commissary boat, a_ three- 
pound hunk of boiling beef, a 
half a dozen smoked country sau- 
sages and a slice of raw ham, 
He sets to work with his iron 
kettle filled with boiling water 
swinging over the brisk camp 
fire, The beef goes in first, then 
the ham and the sausages. These 
cook until tender. Next he adds, 


in thig order, a half a dozen quar- 
tered turnips, two carrots, three 


or four potatoes, a half a head of 
cabbage, a sliced onion, an ear of 
corn for each customer, salt and 
pepper. He allows time between 
the addition of each vegetable 
as some of them take longer to 
cook, When ready to serve he 
slices the beef, puts a piece along 
with a sausage and a little ham, 
in the bottom of a big soup plate. 


Next, a potato, a turnip and some 
of the cabbage. You then ladle 


the liquid over it, grab’ your ear 
or corn and you are'‘in business. 

With Bigfoot's famous corn 
bread and black coffee this will 


hold any fisherman until the 
bugle blows early in the dawn. 

As a matter of fact the erl- 
can housewife looks d her 
nose at stew as an ordinary ple- 
beian dish, something to be tossed 
together and slipped to the fam- 
ily when the neighbors aren't 
looking. A good stew is far from 
deserving such shoddy treatment. 
lt takes -as much work and skill 
to turn out a real high-class stew, 
something that all male eaters, 
with any sense, really go for, as 
it does to concoct a fancy French 
dish, Lamb stew is a case in 
point, Most of them are com- 
pletely ruined by the use of fatty 
lamb and vegetables put together 
in the same pot. Invariably the 
vegetables come to the table, part.

Use the stock 
you have taken out to eook the 
vegetables separately, They should 
be young whole string beans, 
amall white onions, young carrots 
and very small new potatoes.

put on a platter, surround with 
the’ cooked vegetables and you 
have the'finest of all lamb stews. 
Hungarian goulash is really just 
a stew, and a mighty fine one. 
Brown three chopped ‘onions in 
lard, add two pounds of cubed 
veal or beef, or a pound of each, 
a half a teaspoon of paprika, salt 
and pepper. Cook slowly until the 
meat is tender, Add water, thick- 
en with flour for the gravy and 
you've got a famous dish.

VERY boy and girl needs a 
E chance to learn how to cook— 

especially the simple basic 
foods that appear in regular every- 
day meals, These include such 
skills as baking simple breads, 
egg cookery, broiling bacon, ham- 
burgers, steaks, pot roasts, fish, 
chicken, vegetables, salads, easy 
desserts, sauces, soups, etc. 

You may ask what good can be 
accomplished in teaching every 
boy and girl to cook? It would 
teach everybody high food stan- 
dards and they would have an ap- 
preciation of not only good food, 
but the work and the knowledge 
that is required in good cooking.

Attaining such a goal would go a 
long way toward improving the 
nutrition of our people. The child 
also learns the basic principles of 
making fair comparisons neces- 
sary for judging quality. He can 
also be taught the desirability of 
cleaning up after the job is done 
and putting all ingredients as well 
as equipment back In place when 
finished. The principles of getting 
rid of clutter, to think clearly and 
work more effectively at the new 
job can be impressed on very 
young minds.
